NAR IN THE BALKANS

Preliminary Pact Approved by Turkey

and the Allies After Peremptory 
Demand by Powers 


London—The eight months war be- 
tween Turkey and the allied Balkan 
states is ended. The ‘‘Peace of Lordon’”’ 
was signed Saturday in the picture gal- 


lery of St. James’ palace. 


Sir Edward Grey, the British foreign 
secretary, presided over the formali- 
ties. The following peace delegates’ 
Osman 
Nizami Pasha for Turkey, Dr. Daneff 
for Bulgaria, Stejan Novakovitch for 
Servia, Stephanos Skoloudis for Greece 


signed the preliminary treaty : 


and M. Popovitch for Montenegro. 


The only dramatic feature of the 
historic occasion was M. Popovitch's 
expression of keen disappointment that 
Montenegro had peen despoiled of her 
just share of the spoils of a triumphant 


war,’’and with the hope that ‘‘England, 


which took the lead in the spoliation,’’ 
would take every step to compensate 


Montenegro for her sacrifice. 
The actual ceremony was very brief. 


The delegates signed the treaty without 
reading it, evidently in full confidence 
that all the seven articles were in such 
wording as the powers chose to have 


them. 


After informing the ambassadorial 
conference of the signing of the peace 
draft, Sir Edward Grey suggested that 
the conference limit its discussions to 
three questions—a constitution for Al- 
bania, the delimitation of the southern 
frontier of Albania and the status of 
The ambassadors 
now are awaiting further instructions 
from their governments regarding a 
constitution for Albania, but the con- | 
ference is working in greater harmony 
and expects to conclude its labors by 


the Aegean islands.

The relations between the Salkan 
_ allies show a distirct improvement. 
‘The proposed ‘meeting between the 
Bulgarian and Servian premiéts now 1s 
definitely fixed to take place on the 
frontier at once.

Powers That Allies Sign Pee sara Stem Wilson told

The communication, which was 
couched in strong phrases without am- 
biguity, made it clear that enough 
time had been spent in fuitile discus- 
sions of the peace settlement, and that 
the moment had arrived for signing 
the treaty draft. 

Despite assertions to the contrary, 
the ambassadors from the first were 
averse to any modification of the draft, 
not because of the character of the 
proposed changes so much as because 
of the delay which would attend fresh 
discussions. 

Furthermore, it was pointed out that 
the proposed modifications were useless 
in those cases which had been left in 
the bands of the powers. Consequently 
the delegates were informed that a 
decision had been reacehed that peace 
should be signed forthwith without 
modification. 

The Servians and Greeks have no- 
tified their home governments of this 
situation-and-are-new awaiting instruc: 
tions. The Turks and Bulgars are ready 
to sign and it is not expected that the 
Montenegrins will offer objections. 
Some of the Balkan delegates ex- 
press the opinion that the communica- 
tion of the powers savors more of. in- 
tervention than mediation. But the 
real reason behind the uitimatumei iv 
in the determination of the diplomats 
to get the draft signed so as tu be ina 
position to take up the big questions 
remaining for settlement after the 
preliminaries of peace are adopted. 

A Constantinople dispatch says the 
;council of ministers has decided to re- 
| ject all modifications of the peace draft 
suggested by the allies. 

Sir Edward Grey, the British foreign 
minister, received the peace delegates 
separately and urged them to sign the 
draft treaty, but the Greek delegates 
replied that they must refer the ques- 
tion to their government. 

The Servian peace delegates also re- 
fuesed to sign the draft treaty. 

Sir Edward Grey then spoke strongiy 
to them, declaring that a week had 
passed in futile negotiations and the 
| powers now insisted that the belliger- 
| ents sign without further delay or at- 
| tempt at mcdification. 
| Sir Edward Grey's statement took 
the tone of an ultimatum and the dele- 
| gates promised to refer the matter to 
their governments immediately. 


Japan Accepts Principle 
of Bryan Peace Proposal 


Washington, June 3.—Viscount Chin- 
da, the ambassador from Japaa, late 
yesterday called on Secretary Bryan 
with formal notification that Japan 


had accepted in principle the proposed’ 


plan advanced by the United States fur 
universal peace. 

Signatories of the treaty proposed 1n 
Bryan’s plan would agree to refrain 
from hostilities for a period of at least 
nine months while conflicting claims 
were under consideration by an inter- 
national joint commission. 

In the case of Japan, as with the ten 
other nations that have received the 
proposal favorably, the response applies 
solely to the general principle involved,

Sacramento—Since the adjournment 
of the legislature Governor Johngon has 
busied himself in his inner office and 
devoted his time almost exclusively to 
the consideration of bills, with the re- 
sult that 53 of them were signed dur- 
ing the week. This makes a total of 
169 measures passed by the legislature 
which have received executive ap- 
proval, leaving some 500 bills tobe 
signed or pocketed by tte governor be- 
fore midnight of June 16. 

One of the biggest of the lot isa sen- 
ate bill No. 1218, known as the Shinn 
bill, introuced by State Senator Ben 
Kush and providing $100,000 for the 
creation of the Sacramento and San 
Joaquin drainage district. 

In the list are the Clark bills, mak- 
ing appropriations for the Lake Tahoe 
wagon road, the Emigrant Gap road, 
the Trinity Humboldt road, the Alpine 
highway, and the road from Meyers’ 
station to McKinney’s. 

Other measures s‘gned are the Boh- 
nett bill, making it possible for a wo- 
man to go it alone in a court of law; 
the Nelson bill, relieving husbands of 
responsibility for civil injuries com- 
mitted by their wives on their own re- 
sponsibility ; the Judson bill, providing 
for prompt trials of public officials ac- 
cused of crookedness in office and the 
payment of $500 to informers in cases 
were convictions are obtained.

Dissolve one ta- 
blespoon salt in one pint boiling wa- 
ter and pour over the beans, adding 
more if needed.

Spanish Ham and Eggs.—Cut stale 
bread into one-half inch slices and 
soak until soft in one cup milk mixed 
with. one beaten egg. Fry a delicate 
brown, on a well-buttered griddle or 
spider. Mix one cup of minced left- 
VEY BE and onethird of mlaced lett" 
crumbs with milk to moisten, or 
with the remaining egg and milk. 
Heat it and season with pepper. 
Cook several eggs in water just be 
low the boiling point until firm enough 
to keep in shape after removing the 
shells. Put a whole egg on two slices 
placed side by side and serve at 
once. 

Cream of Celery Soup.—Wash and 
cut into inch pieces one bunch of cel- 
ery, boil it in one pint of salted water 
until tender enough to mash and 
strain; melt one tablespoon of gelatin 
until smooth and stir into one pint 
of hot milk or cream; then add to 
the celery, with salt and pepper, and 
boil all together for five minutes. A 
few drops of onion juice improves this 
dish for some people. A good and 
easy way to get onion juice is to rub 
the onion, after the outside skin has 
been removed, on a rough grater. 
Four to eight drops gives a sugges- 
tion, without the positive onion flavor. 

Cream of celery with stock: This 
is a delicious soup. It requires a 
white broth for stock, and in this 
(which may be made of veal) cook 
plenty of white stalks of celery, pass 
through a sieve and thicken with 
flour mixed smoothly in milk; add but- 
ter and stir well. 

Steamed Peach Roll.— Sift two 
two cups of flour with one scant tea- 
spoon of salt and three tablespoons of 
baking power, rub one roulided tabie 
spoon of butter and moisten with 
enough milk to make a rather stiff 
dough. Place on a floured board, pat 
into a rectangular shape, cover with 
sliced peaches, dust with flour and 
sugar, roll into a loose roll, pinch the 
edges together, wrap in a_ floured 
cloth and steam one hour. Serve 
with peach sirup slightly thickened | 
with arrowroot or cornstarch.

Pile by 
spoonfuls over the pudding. 


Roasted Sausages. 

If so try this 
way of preparing them. Take a med. 
fum-sized white onion, chop fine and 
brown it slightly in butter, add half 
a cup of rice, a pinch of salt, shake 
of pepper and moisten it with a pint 
of boiling stock or boullion. Bring to 
a boil, cover it and cook gently. It ts 
said to be a mistake to wash rice the 
usual way and that it should be put 
in a piece of cheesecloth or fine sieve 
and water poured over it, then spread 
the rice out on a cloth to drain. Nev. 
er stir the rice while boiling it. It is 
done when it absorbs all the fluid. 
Now add butter the size of an egg and 
mix in the rice, using a silver fork.
